AN ORDINANCE amending the Municipal 
Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
dealing with Cable Communication Systems 
(as amended). 
WHEREAS, the Cable Communication Systems Ordinance, 
Chapter 7.5 of the Municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, needs to be amended as to the charging of franchise fees 
and the depositing of same; and 
WHEREAS, the role of the Cable Television Program Ad- 
visory Council needs to be more clearly defined. 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA, AS FOLLOWS: 
SECTION 1: Section 7.5-8 entitled "Rates and Franchise 
Payments" is deleted and replaced with the following language, 
to-wit: 
(a) In consideration of the granting and exercise of a 
franchise to use the streets, as herein defined, for the 
operation of the Cable Communication Systems, any fran- 
chisee shall pay to the City, during the life of the 
franchise, the following: Three Per Cent of the fran- 
chisee's gross annual subscriber receipts or Three Per 
Cent of the franchisee's gross annual receipts, which- 
ever shall be greater; effective April 1, 1985, such 
fees shall be Four Per Cent instead of Three Per Cent; 
and effective July 1, 1986, such fees shall be Five Per 
Cent. Nothwithstanding anything herein to the contrary, 
such fees shall not exceed the maximum percentage as 
allowed by federal law and/or any and all rules and re- 
gulations thereof. All fees collected and paid under

this ordinance shall be divided between FOE -pa pr Tele-

General Fund of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, with 
Sixty Per Cent being placed in the General Fund of the 
City and Forty Per Cent allocated to the Dedicated 
Cable Television Fund. Any and all monies on deposit 
in the Cable Television Fund so dedicated and on hand 
prior to the effective date of this Ordinance shall 
revert to the General Fund of the City of Fort Wayne, 
subject to the payment of any and all outstanding in- 
voices for which previously approved appropriations 
exist. For purposes hereof, the term "Dedicated @+#4¢€ 
Television Fund" shall replace "Special Revolving Fund." 
(b) The percentage payment (franchise fees) shall be 
made in the manners and in amounts and at the times as 
directed in said franchise or in this ordinance, or in 
a Council Resolution fixing franchise fees and adopting 
rules for service and regulations thereof. Forty Per 
Cent of such fees allocated to the Dedicated Cable 
Television Fund shall by payable to the City Controller 
and deposited into a Dedicated Cable Television Fund 

to be used for cable system related expenses. Sixty

WHEREAS, the Cable Communication Systems Ordinance, Chapter 7.5 of the 
Municipal Code, needs to be amended as to the depositing of franchise fees 


received under said ordinance, and 


WHEREAS, the role of the Cable Television Program Advisory Council needs 


to be more clearly defined . 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA, THAT THE FOLLOWING AMENDMENTS TO CHAPTER 7.5 OF THE 
MUNICIPAL CODE BE MADE: 


Sec. 7.5-8 Rates and franchise payments 
The following section is added: 


(a) (3) All fees Sollee as stated in Paragraphs (1) and (2) above shall ~ 
be divided between the dedicated cable television fund, as defined 
in this ordinance, and the General Fund of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana; with sixty per cent (60%) being placed in the General Fund 
of the city and forty per cent (40%) allocated to the dedicated 
television cable fund. Said fees shall not exceed the maximum 
percentage allowed by the Federal Comunications Commission Rules 
and Regulations. Any and all monies on deposit in the "special 

revolving fund" prior to this ordinance shall revert to the General 
Fund of the City of Fort Wayne; subject to payment of all unpaid 
appropriations submitted by the Mayor and already approved by the 


Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne. 


Section 7.5-8(b) is deleted and replaced with the following section: 
(b) The percentage payment shall be made in the manner, amounts at at 
times directed in said franchise, or in a city council resolution 


fixing franchise fees and adopting rules for service and

regulations. All designated funds received shall be deposited into 


a dedicated cable television fund to be used for cable system 
related expenses. in addition to the immediate preceding allowable 
expenditure there is hereby authorized the aaiae as provided 
for in Appropriation Ordinance No. A-83-02-22, (as amended) as 


passed by the common copuncil of the city of Fort Wayne, Indiana.

All fees paid by the franchisee, shall be paid to the Controller

Sec 7.5-12 Cable television program advisory council established.

All members of the cable television program advisory council 
shall be sworn into office by the City Clerk of the City of Fort 


Wayne prior to the beginning of their duties on said council.

To recommend to the Mayor of the City of Fort Wayne by resolution 
all proposals for expenditures from the dedicated cable television 
fund.

and expenditures of the dedicated cable television fund; which 


records shall be made available to members of the Common Council 


upon request.

Following review and concur- 
rance, an appropriation ordinance will be sent to Council in 
accordance with Indiana appropriation laws.
